County BOE regroups on budget hearings

A combination of errors and 
omissions has lett the Coffee Coun 
ty Board of Education and Superin 
tendent Roger Bowden embar 
rassed and full of apologizes, To 
Bowden's credit he has corrected 
each of the mistakes and has 
assured board members that steps 
have been taken to hopefully pre- 
vent their reoccurrence 

The mistakes include failure to 
properly inform the public of pend 
ing budget hearings and then to 
have glaring and undetected mis- 
takes in fhe draft. budget presented 
at the first of two required hearings. 

Alabama law now requires two 
open public hearings before annual 
school budgets are submitted to the 
State Department of Education 
each October, The law indicates 
“each hearing shall be held during 
scheduled board meetings in a 
place and at a time convenient for 
the general public to attend.” The 
law continues with, “The chair of 
each board shall publicize the date 
and time of each hearing in the 
local media in advance of the hear 
ing. In addition 
hearing shall be posted in a con 
spicuous place at the office of the 
local board of education, the coun 
ty courthouse, the main municipal 
building, and at

school,” 

An uproar followed the first 
scheduled hearing held on Tuesday 
September 2, claiming this notitica 
tion Was not properly given and the 
allocation of staff members was 
unfair to the Zion Chapel schools, 

Superintendent Bowden 
acknowledged there Was an error in 
the first draft of the annual budget 
and child nutrition and maintenance 
personnel numbers were omitted 
from the Zion Chapel and New 
Brockton listings, making it appear 
these staffs were being drastically 
cut. He explained this was a book 
keeping mistake and Was corrected 
by the office staff, even betore the 
eomplaints started coming into the 
office from concerned parents. A 


letter was drafted and distributed to 
all Zion Chapel personnel, dated 
September 9, explaining this mis- 
take and the appropriate correction. 
The two- page explanation was 
accompanied by another two pages 


of charts showing the number of 


clerical aides, 
lunchroom workers, 
aides, etc., aS well as the various 
coaches, band directors and other 
athletic sponsors in each county 
school. 

Data released since the first pub- 
lic hearing indicate that each coun- 
ty school has more than the state 
allocated staff, with the local board 
funding an additional 41.40 units, 
system-wide, Zion Chapel has 3.45 
teacher units over the state funded 
number; Kinston has 5.09 over 
what the sends and New 
Brockton Schools have a combined 
6.83 over the state funded units.
